One of his p assengers w as Jo­ 
sep h V. Connolly , general m anager 
of the H earst new sp ap ers. 
A n­ 
other w as E. D. Rivers, Jr., son of 
the governor of Georgia. 
H issong had just taken off from 
M ontgom ery airp ort. At 1,400 feet 
he felt the rig h t 
m otor 
vibrate. 
Looking out, he saw th a t it was in 
flam es. It drop p ed out of the w ing 
and fell to the ground, but the 
flam es were lashing 
along 
the 
wing. 
He raised the left wing, balan­ 
cing the huge p lane, ex ecuted a 
rig h t turn, and, in a 
long 
glide 
landed the p lane in a field by 
m oonlight six miles north of the 
airp ort. The accident occurred a t 
11 p . m. 
His co-p ilot, C. R. Russell, of 
A tlanta, 
had 
sum m oned 
the 
stew ard, F rank Gibbs. He w ent up 
and down the aisles assuring 
the 
p assengers th a t there 
w as 
no 
danger and adjusting their safety 
belts. W hen the 
p lane 
touched 
ground, he had the p lane’s back, 
or em ergency , door op en and he 
ushered them out in good order. 
Pilot’s Hand Burned 
No one w as h urt but Pilot H is­ 
song. He suffered slight burns on 
each hand. All p assengers 
were 
deep ly g rateful to him, assuring 
him th a t he had saved th eir lives. 
From the windows of th e cabin, 
they had been able to 
see

flam es on the right wing and had 
felt the ship vibrate before the 
rig h t m otor drop p ed out.

PANAMA, Oct. 19 — (UP) — 
Canal Zone authorities sought to­ 
day to link four Germans, charged 
with 
photographing 
a 
heavily 
fortified Panama Canal area, with 
German spy suspects now on trial 
in New York. 
District Attorney J. J. McGui- 
gan 
has 
forwarded 
details 
of 
charges against the Canal Zone 
suspects to the Department of 
Justice at Washington, 
it 
was 
learned today. 
It was understood that he also 
had requested United States Dis­ 
trict Attorney Lamar Hardy, in 
charge of the New York spy it rn), 
to question witnesses in the trial 
as to any knowledge they might 
have of the Panama suspects. He 
asked particularly that Guenther 
Rumrlch, United States army de­ 
serter who turned state’s evidence 
in the trial, be questioned. 
Rum- 
rich, while in the army, served in 
the Canal Zone. 
The four Germans, a woman and 
three men, were arrested Sunday. 
It was alleged that they were tak­ 
ing photographs of the Caleta is­ 
land area of Fort Randolph, a key 
point in the canal defenses. Those 
arrested are Ingeboro Guttmann, 
Hans Schakow, Gisbert Gross anti 
Edward Robert Kuhrig. 
Detained by a sentry, the four 
Germans first were investigated 
by 
army authorities 
and 
then 
turned over to civil authorities. 
Bail was set at $15,000 each on 
the charge that they sought un­ 
lawfully to obain information af­ 
fecting the national defense, in 
violation of the espionage act. 
At their first appearance in the 
magistrate’s court at Cristobal, 
C. Z., Monday, the Germans were 
held 
for 
preliminary 
hearing 
tomorrow.

-—The Rural Electrification admin­ 
istration today announced 
allot­ 
ments totaling $715,000 for con­ 
struction of several hundred miles 
of power lines by Ohio Farmers’ 
co-operative groups. 


A $220,000 loan went to the Bel­ 
mont Electric Cooperative Inc., for 
186 miles of line to serve 993 cus­ 
tomers in Monroe, Belmont and 
Harrison 
counties. The 
project 
previously had received $294,000. 
An allotment of $258,000 
w’as 
announced for the Licking Rural 
Electric Co-operative, Inc., for 244 
miles of line serving 655 customers 
in Knox, Licking and Perry coun­ 
ties, This project had received an 
earlier allotment of $277,000. 
A $237,000 loan went 
to 
the 
Guemsey-Muskingum Electric Co­ 
operative. This fund will be used 
to build 242 miles of line serv­ 
ing 860 customers 
in 
Guernsey, 
Muskingum and Noble counties.

ers and sy mp athizers, who clashed 
with p olice and dep uty 
sheriffs 
late last n ight in fron t cxf 
the 
strike-bound Swift and Comp any 
p acking p lant, disp ersed volun tar­ 
ily and return ed to their 
homes 
early today . 
Police said they did not exp ect 
further trouble. Nearly 100 p olice 
and dep uties who had quelled the 
strikers with tear gas and clubs 
were withdrawn from the p lant. A 
skeleton guard was left as a p re 
cautionary measure. 
The clash occurred when 
the 
strikers and their sup p orters ga 
thered at the p lan t with the an 
nounced intention of evicting 150 
workmen 
inside. 
They 
threw 
bricks, clubs, and other missiles at 
the building and broke nearly all 
windows. 
Inside the building were execu­ 
tives of the 
comp any , 
a 
dozen 
dep uties and the workers. 
They 
have been eatin g and sleep ing in 
the building since Sep t. 29 
when 
the Packinghouse W orkers union, 
affiliate of the Committee for In ­ 
dustrial Organization, ordered a 
walkout, charging that the com­ 
p any had refused to meet with a 
union grievance committee.

MORE WOMEN WORKING 
A 
NOTHER THING a dding to the unem­ 
ploy ment figures ha s been, to put it 
ra ther pa ra dox ica lly , the grea ter employ ­ 
ment of women. 
J ohn T. Biggers, the 
businessma n who recently took a n employ ­ 
ment census for the government, found 
2,740,000 more women working— or try ing 
to work— outside of their homes tha n there 
were in 1930. 
This is nea rly one-fifth of 
the tota l number now in the feminine la bor 
ma rket. Na tura lly in ba d times the unem­ 
ploy ed tota l listed for the na tion is ra ised 
considera bly in this wa y . 
“ Technica l a nd cultura l cha nges,” ’ ex ­ 
pla ins Mr. Biggers, “ a s well a s economic 
necessity , the tra nsfer of functions from 
the home to the la undry a nd ba kery , a nd 
the introduction of mecha nica l serva nts to 
a ssist the housewife, ha ve relea sed women 
from domestic duties a nd provided them 
with leisure a nd opportunity to obta in em­ 
ploy ment outside the home.” 
The proportion of women in industry 
a nd business will doubtless continue grow­ 
ing from the sa me ca uses, a nd from the 
increa sing uncerta inty of a dequa te employ ­ 
ment for men. 
Obviously when economic 
depressions throw men out of work, more 
of their womenfolk seek jobs. 
And once 
sta rted working outside of the home, it is 
na tura l for women to continue such inde­ 
pendent effort to ma ke a living for them­ 
selves or their fa milies. 
How grea tly this “ flight from the 
home” ha s swelled unemploy ment figures 
in ba d times is not y et rea lized. 
More 
people, both ma le a nd fema le, out of the j 
a vera ge fa mily , try to find work nowa da y s 
a nd a re counted a s workers, so the figures 
look worse tha n they rea lly a re in com­ 
pa rison with former depressions.

Thus, a lthough every industry a ffected 
by the la w is required to comply with its 
wa ge a nd hour provisions from nex t Mon­ 
da y on, Administra tor Elmer Andrews will 
a ctua lly be a ble to ta ckle only two— tex ­ 
tiles a nd ga rments.

Injection I reatment for Varicose Veins 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
IN SPEAKING of the a rteries in 
the la st few a rticles this week, we 
noted tha t they a re inclined to lose 
their ela sticity with the a dva nce of 
a ge. 
The sa me thing is true, in a wa y , 
of the veins, the compa nion vessels 
of the a rteries which return the 
blood to the hea rt The vein wa ll 
ma y become cha lky a nd wea k, a nd 
the vein va lves ma y brea k down. 
This is pa rticula rly likely to occur 
in the veins of the legs. The condi­ 
tion is ca lled va ricose veins. 
It is commonly sa id tha t the veins 
of the legs become va ricosed beca use 
the blood column there is longest 
a nd its weight brea ks down the 
va lves in the veins. It is a lso sa id 
tha t the condition is commonest in 
people who sta nd on their feet a 
grea t pa rt of the da y , such a s clerks 
in stores. 
Filled With Lime 
But it ha s been my observa tion 
uha t the va ricose veins I ha ve ex ­ 
a mined a fter remova l by opera tion 
a re quite stiff a nd filled with lime 
deposits. I a m inclined to believe it 
u this cha nge a s much a s the me­ 
cha nica l stra in which brings on 
va ricosities. 
The condition is quite common. I 
should sa y tha t 40 per cent of those 
over 50 y ea rs of a ge ha ve some 
a mount of it. As for the occupa ­ 
tiona l incidence a mong those who 
work on their feet, some of the worst 
ca ses I ha ve ever seen ha ve oc­ 
culted in those who ha ve been on 
their feet only a t the ra rest inter­ 
va ls a nd under the direst necessity . 
The veins bring the blood ba ck to 
the hea rt simply by the crowding of 
more blood from behind. There is 
no pump a ction from the hea rt to 
force the venous blood on. There­ 


fore na ture ha s provided va lves so 
a s to hold a column of blood until it 
is crowded upwa rd. 
When these 
va lves brea k down, the veins a re 
swollen a t tha t point a nd become 
tortuous. 
Old Trea tment 
Formerly the only mea sures of 
trea tment a va ila ble were wea ring 
a n ela stic stocking a nd opera tion. 
In a ddition to those, there ha s now 
been developed the method of injec­ 
tion which is a grea t boon to ma ny 
pa tients. 
“ The principle of the injection 
method,” writes Dr. Otto Mey er, of 
New York, in the ma ga zine Hea lth 
a nd Wea lth, “ is to inject a non- 
poisonous solution into the va ricose 
veins. This ca uses them to shrink 
(be oblitera ted). The inner wa ll of 
the vein swells a ll a round, meets in 
the middle of the opening a nd grows 
completely together.” 
These trea tments ca n be given in 
the doctor’s office, a nd it ha s not 
been found necessa ry to rest a fter 
the trea tment. The pa tient ca n go 
a bout the ordina ry duties right 
a wa y . 
No genera l a na esthetic is re­ 
quired. 
The length of time required for 
cure in a fa vora ble ca se is a bout 
two to six months. There a re no 
sca rs if the technique ha s been suc­ 
cessful. 
Altogether, in proper ca ses, it ii 
a rea l boon on every count.

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MORE WOMEN WORKING 
A NOTHER THING adding to the unem- 
“ 
ployment figures has been, to put it 
rather paradoxically, the greater employ­ 
ment of women. 
John T. Biggers, the 
businessman who recently took an employ­ 
ment census for the government, found 
2,740,000 more women working— or trying 
to work— outside of their homes than there 
were in 1930. 
This is nearly one-fifth of 
the total number now in the feminine labor 
market. Naturally in bad times the unem­ 
ployed total listed for the nation is raised 
considerably in this way. 
‘‘Technical and cultural changes/” ex­ 
plains Mr. Biggers, “as well as economic 
necessity, the transfer of functions from 
the home to the laundry and bakery, and 
the introduction of mechanical servants to 
assist the housewife, have released women 
from domestic duties and provided them 
with leisure and opportunity to obtain em­ 
ployment outside the home.” 
The proportion of women in industry 
and business will doubtless continue grow­ 
ing from the same causes, and from the 
increasing uncertainty of adequate employ­ 
ment for men. 
Obviously when economic 
depressions throw men out of work, more 
of their womenfolk seek jobs. 
And once 
started working outside of the home, it is 
natural for women to continue such inde­ 
pendent effort to make a living for them­ 
selves or their families. 
How greatly this “flight 
from the 
home” has swelled unemployment figures 
in bad times is not yet realized. 
More 
people, both male and female, out of the 
average family, try to find work nowadays 
and are counted as workers, so the figures 
look worse than they really are in com­ 
parison with former depressions.

WAGE-HOUR ACT STYMIED 
W 
ASHINGTON-—When the Wage-Hour 
Act goes into effect next Monday, the 
event will mark a notable milestone in 
U. S. economic history — but to begin 
with it will be mostly on paper. 
As a result of sabotage by congres­ 
sional foes of the law', it will get under 
way with funds sufficient only to apply 
it to a small fraction of the millions of 
workers whose pay and work-week were 
to have been bettered. 
The White House asked for $1,500,000 
to administer the measure- 
That sum 
would have permitted employment of an 
adequate staff of experts and lawyers in 
Washington, 
and 
establishment of the 
state and regional field offices necessary 
to enforce the law. 
But in the confusion 
of the closing hours of Congress, the die­ 
hard opponents of the bill succeeded in 
slashing the appropriation to $400,000. 
Elven this drastically curtailed fund 
had strings attached to it. 
Earmarked for 
the 
Children's 
Bureau 
and 
Bureau of 
Labor Statistics w as $105,000 to cover the 
cost of preliminary surveys, thus leaving 
only $295,000 for administrative purposes. 
Thus, although every industry affected 
by the law is required to comply with its 
wagre and hour provisions from next Mon­ 
day on, Administrator Elmer Andrews will 
actually be able to tackle only two— tex­ 
tiles and garments. 
Two others, shoes and tobacco, may 
come later, but that will be the limit of 
his range until additional funds are pro­ 
vided by the new Congress. 
Even this 
limited activity is overtaxing the small 
staff Andrews has been able to assemble. 
It has been working nights and Sundays 
steadily for weeks. 


WPA LET-UP 
Before leaving Washington on his wes­ 
tern inspection trip, Secretary of Interior 
Ickes called his WPA workers together 
and warmly congratulated them for their 
dispatch in getting the new building pro­ 
gram under way. 
“I’ve always been proud of W PA ,” he 
said, “but I’m prouder of it today than 
ever before. 
Ifs a wonder to me that 
more of you have not broken under the 
terrific strain. 
How’ever, now that the 
rush is over I’ve asked your superiors to 
let up a little and to gear the pace to 
normal activity.” 
The announcement was greeted with a 
burst of cheers. 
“Remember, now,” Ickes said, smiling, 
“I said normal activity— not sub-normal.”

Injection I reatment for Varicose Veins 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


IN SPEA K IN G of the arteries in 
the last few articles this week, we 
noted th a t they are inclined to lose 
their elasticity with the advance of 
age. 
The same thing is true, in a way, 
of the veins, the companion vessels 
of the arteries which return the 
blood to the heart. Th© vein wall 
may become chalky and weak, and 
the vein valves may break down. 
This is particularly likely to occur 
in the veins of the legs. The condi­ 
tion is called varicose veins. 
It is commonly said th a t the veins 
of the legs become varicosed because 
the blood column there is longest 
and its weight breaks down the 
valves in the veins. It is also said 
th a t the condition is commonest in 
people who stand on their feet a 
great p a rt of the day, such as clerks 
in stores. 


Filled With Lime 


But it has been my observation 
th at the varicose veins I have ex­ 
amined after removal by operation 
are quite stiff and filled with lime 
deposits. I am inclined to believe it 
U this change as much as the me­ 
chanical strain which brings on 
varicosities. 
The condition is quite common. I 
should say th a t 40 per cent of those 
over BO years of age have some 
am ount of it. As for the occupa­ 
tional incidence among those who 
work on their feet, some of the worst 
cases I have ever seen have oc­ 
curred in those who have been on 
their feet only a t the rarest inter­ 
vals and under the direst necessity. 
The veins bring the blood back to 
the heart sim ply by the crowding of 
more blood from behind. There is 
no pump action from the heart to 
force the venous blood on. There- 
♦ 
........ 


fore nature has provided valves so 
as to hold a column of blood until it 
is crowded upward. 
When these 
valves break down, the veins are 
swollen at th at point and become 
tortuous. 
Old Treatm ent 


Form erly the only m easures of 
treatm ent available were wearing 
an elastic stocking and operation. 
In addition to those, there has now 
been developed the method of injec­ 
tion which is a great boon to many 
patients. 
“The principle of the injection 
method,” w rites Dr. Otto Meyer, of 
New York, in the magazine Health 
and W ealth, “is to inject a non­ 
poisonous solution into the varicose 
veins. This causes them to shrink 
(be obliterated). The inner wall of 
the vein swells all around, meets in 
the middle of the opening and grows 
completely together.” 
These treatm ents can be given rn 
the doctor’s office, and it has not 
been found necessary to rest after 
the treatm ent. The patient can go 
about the ordinary duties right 
away. 
No general 
anaesthetic is re­ 
quired. 
The length of time required for 
cure in a favorable case is about 
two to six months. There are no 
scars if the technique has been suc­ 
cessful. 
Altogether, in proper cases, it is 
a real boon on every count.

Rivers praised 
Hissong’s 
cool 
landing and the calmness of the 
other passengers in the descent. 
He said that while 
the 
plane 
glided down they could smell the 
paint burning as the fire spread 
from the empty motor nacelle to 
the wing and fuselage. 
“There was no screaming and 
no terror," Rivers said. “We just 
put our faith in the pilot and got 
down all right." 
Foot described the landing as 
“alm ost miraculous." 
Line officials planned to send 
the passengers to A tlanta by the 
plane arriving from New Orleans. 
The plane, a Douglas DC-2 with 
a capacity of 14 passengers and 
crew of three, was described as a 
total loss. Investigators were en 
route here to ex amine the wreck­ 
age in an attem pt to determine 
what made the motor shake loose 
and catch on fire. 
Max well field attendants found 
the motor, blackened by the fire 
and smashed by the fall, about a 
mile N orth of where the plane 
landed. 
It was brought to Max ­ 
well Field, the Montgomery air­ 
port, for inspection by U. S. Bu­ 
reau of Air Commerce inspectors. 
Foot said “not a thing” could be 
learned from preliminary inspec­ 
tion of the wrecked motor. 
Pilot Hissong brought his ship 
down in a clay clearing on the 
edge of a cornfield owned by Jack 
Thorington.
